HE Eneiny have cut off all our Communi- 
cation with the State of Milan. The Spa- 
niards are in Poffeffion of all the Places 
upon the Teli, and have fent fome 
Troops to Come.” The Auitrians are 

ed between Novarre and Verceil. We had Advice 
here Yefterday, that the Genoefe have loft all their Pla- 
ces in the Iiland of Corfica except Bon‘facio. Our Re- 


~giment de Marine, feconded by the Peafants of Mondo- 
-vis, have made Incurfions as far as the State of Genoa on 


the Side of Savone and Final, and have brought off a 
great Number of Cattle. That Republick is preparing 
to fend Troops to guard’the Country about thofe two 
Places. The Magiltrates of Milan had not had any Au- 
dience of the Infant upon the r1th. 

Vienwa, Dec. 25. N.S. .The fretheft Advices from I- 

taly fay, that Dou Philip was within two Hours of Mi- 
lan, with pofitive Orders from Madrid to make the 
‘Conqueit of the Milancfe during the Winter. 
* Berlin, Dec. 28. N. 8. Hs Pruffian Majeity dined 
Yefterday at Wafterhauten, 4 German Miles diftant 
from this Place, whither thecld Duke of Holftein and 
Count Haack weut the Day before; and his Majelty ar- 
rived here at 3 o’clock this Afternoon. 

Berlin, Fan.1. The Publick here are overjoy’d with 
the News of the Peace, and the fame I}]uminations as 
were made at his Pruffian Majeity’s Arrival, will be re- 
/peated on the 12th initant, when the Peace is to be pro- 
claimed. On the fume Day at Opera is to be reprefent- 
ed; and there will be a Ridotto; and a Temple of Peace 
is to be built over againft the Opera Houfe. His Pruf- 
fian Majefty fet out the 30th paft for Potzdam, from 
whence he is toreturn on the 7th inilant; and their High- 
neffes the Duke and Dutchet$ of Wolfenbuttel are cx- 
peéted hére on the fame Day. All the Pruffian Regi- 
ments are in Motion, and are to take up the fume Quar- 
ters as in Time of Peace. 

Antwerp, Fan. 3. N.S. The Enemy having marched 
fome Battalions, Companies of Grenadiers, and Squa- 
*drons of Horfe, as well as Artillery, gave us fome A- 
‘Jarmy here and at Bruffels: The Garrifon began to move 
“out of their oe two Heffian Battalions marched 
‘from hence to Contick, and the other four were going to 
the Places affigned them, but were prevented by recei- 
ving Informations, that the Enemy was returned to 
Ghent, and remained quiet in their Quarters. 

Hague, ‘Fan. 7. The States General having received 
an Application from thofe of Zealand, for an immediate 








Reinforcement of Troops, have ordered two Regiments 
of Foot and two Squadrons of Horfe ro pafs over thither. 
The Intentions of the French in Flenders, both as to their 
Land and Sea Operations, continue ftil! doubtful; but 
by Advices from Dunkirk, the Scene of A@ion {eems 
now to be removed to Boulogne and Calais. 


Inverary, Dec. 22. Major General Campbell arrived 
here laft Night, and propofes on Monday next to begin 
to march 600 Men from hence, in three Divifions, to join 
General Blakency at Stirling. 450 Men have been ruifed 
in Campbeltoun, and are ready to march on one Day’s 
Notice, for his Majefty’s Service. 

Dumfries, Dec.24. On Saturday laft the 21ft, and the 
Day following, the main Body of the Rebel Army came 
into this Place with the Pretender’s Son: On Monday 
Morning he marched from hence with them, and propo- 
fed to lodge that Night at Drumlanrig. ‘The Contribi- 
tion impofed upon this Town was 20001. in Money; 
1000 Pair of Shoes; befides free Quarters ; about nine 
Casks of Gun Powder; all our Arms publick and pri- 
vate; Horfe Furniture, Boots, &c. and every Horfe that 
could be found in Townor Country. Several Houfts 
have dcen robbed and plundered by the Rebels, and they . 
have been guilty of the greatett Outrages. They told us, 
that we had Reafon to think ourfelves gently ufed, thar 
the Town was not laid in Afhes. We have pa'd thg 
near 1100 of the Money ordered to be raifed, and /r0- 
voft Crosbie and Mr. Walter Riddell are carried off as 
Hoftages, till the Remainder is remitted. They have le- 
vied the Excife, and intimated to us, that if we paid ei- 
ther Excife or Land Tax for the future to any other than 
them, that we might be fure of paying it over again 
double. They thot a Tenant of the Duke of Queensber- 
ry’s for running out of their Way, and not returning 
peng | enough at their Call. They order’d us to fend 
their Baggage off after them, and at the fame time affu- 
red us, that ifthey heard that a Finger was moved againft 
any one of their Straglers, our Holtages fhould inftantly 
be put to Death. The Damage done inthis Town can- 
not be repaired for gooo !. but that done in the Country 
is much greater. 

Edinburgh, Dec. 26. The Van of the Rebel Army en- 
ter’d Glafgow Yeftern'ght, and the Remainder with the 
Pretender’s Son was tobe there thisEvening. They had 
made great Demands on that City as a Punifhment for 
having armed and raifed a Regiment againft their Leader. 
Lord Loudoun has got together about 1500 Men, and 
Part, if notal!l, are marched towards Aberdeen, where , 
there are about the fame Number of Rebels, ender the 
Command of Lord Lewis Gordon. General Campbell 
arrived fome Days ago at Campbeltoun, from whence 
he went to Inverary. The Number of Rebels at Perth, 
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Aberdeen, and the Country about, are fuppofed to be 
towards 4000. Upon the Return of the Rebels from 
England, the Militia were obliged to give up the Guard- 
ing the Paffes on the Forth; and Yetterday Glengyle, 
with the Help of Floats, (the Boats being all deftroyed) 
pafied the Forth at the Frew, (where the Rebels former- 
ly pated, and placed a Guard on this Side of that Ford.

Milan, Dec. 7. O.S. Five thoufand Spanith Troops 
arrived here the sth inft. and took Poflefliun of the Town 
inthe King of Spain's Name. We expe& the Infant 
Don Phil'p To-morrow. ‘The firft thing the Spaniards 
did at their Arrival was to cut off the Communication 
between the Town and the Citadel. 

Drefden, Dec. 16. O.S. After difpatching feveral 
Couriers, and holding divers Conferences, the Accom- 
modation between the King of Pruflia, the King of Po- 
Jand and Imperial Court, was at lait tigned the 14th In- 
{tant by Count Podewils, onthe Part of his Pruffian Ma- 
jetty, Baron Balau, onthe Part of his Polih Majeity, 
and by Count Frederick de Harrach, in the Name of the 
Emprefs-Qucen. Mr. V Jlicrs iikewife figned it in the 
Name of the King « f Great Brituin, as a Party engaged 
in the Guaranty of this Accommodation, the priucipal 
Articles of which are as follow: 

I, TheConrfirmation of the Treaty of Breflau, and the 
Goaranties, granted in Cont. qucuce, itrengthened betides 
by the Guaranty of the Contracting Partics. 

IT. The King of Praffia adhcres tu the Election of the 
Grand Duke of Tutcany in Quality.of Emperor, as well 
as to the Refolut’o'.s taken by the Germanick Body to 
inaiuta’n this Etvétion. 

IIf. It is agreed, that the entire Evacuation of the E- 
leGior.te of Saxony and Lufatia fhall be made at the 
fame time with the Evacuation of S'letia and the County 
of Glatz, from whence the Aultrian Troops fhall forth- 
With ret re. 

IV. The Elc&tor Palatine is included in-the Treaty, 
asa contre cting Patty, apd likewife acknowledges the 
Eleétion of the prefent Head of the Empire, upon Con- 
dition that the Imperial Troops do immediately evacuate 
the Palatinate, and that an Indemnification be granted to 
his Eleétoral H’ghnefs for the Damage done to him and 
his Subjcets by their Abode in his Country, 

V. The Staies General of the United Provinces are 
invited to accede to this Treaty, and join their Guaranty 
to that of the other contracting Parties; in Confiderat’on 
of which h’s Pruflian Majetty promifes to agree with

Venice, Dec.25. We have Advice from Conftantinople,

Genoa, Dec. 16. According to our Jalt Advices from 
Corfica the Rebels were carrying on the Siege of Calvi 
on the Land-Side while the Englith Squadron attack’d it 
by Sea. 

” Bruffils, Dec. 19. 0. S. The Guards of the Gates and 
Ramparts of this City have been lately doubled, and the 
Garrifonis to be Duy and Night under Arms; and it has 
been relolved, that fome Regiments fhould be cantoned 
along the Canal. Yelterday 26 Men of every Company 
of our Garrifon, with Naflau’s Dragoons, and ten Pieces 
of Cannon were fent to Vilvorden. Thefe Motions 
were occafioned by receiving Advice, that Count Saxe 
was marched out of Ghent at the Head of a large Body 
of Horfe, and that all the French Officers had been or- 
dered torepair immediately to their refpe&tive Corps. 
We hear that 1500 of the Enemy’s Horfe have polted 
themfelves within three Leagues of this City. 

Brujjels, ‘fan. 3. We hear from Dunkirk, that the 
Pretender’s second Son arriv’d there the agth of laft 
Month, accompanied by feveral Princes and a great 
Number of Officers; and that the Preparations for the 
Embarkation were carried on very briskly in that Port. 

Hague, Dec. 22. O. 8S. Their High Mightineffes have 
refolved to caufé the 6000 Dutch Treops under the Com- 
mand of Count Naffau, to return home; and it is aflure 
ed, that they will cmbark on board the Vefiels which are 
to tranfport the Heffians. 

The Minifters of their Imperial Majeftics were Yefter- 
day in Conference with the Deputies of the States Gene- 
ral, and it is aflured, that they declared, that the Emprefs 
would, as foon as poflible, tend a confiderable Body of 
Troops into the Low Countries. 

An kxtract of a Letter from Paris, by Way of the Hague, 
dated Dec. 31. 

There have late!y been Councils very frequently held 
at Verfailles, at one of which the Princes of the Blood, 
{everal Marthals of I’rance, and two capital Engineers, 
aflifted. Artthis lalt feveral Refolutions were takén; in 
Conieguence whereof, Orders were fent to Marthal 
Saxe not to come to Court, as he intended to do, but 
to prepare for making himfelf Mafter, as foon as the King 
fhould fend him Orders, of Sas van Ghent, Hults, and 
Axcl; tothe End, that he might the more eafily, upon 
occafion, enter into the Dutch Frovinces. It is turther 
afiured at Virfailles, that as the Siege of Antwerpmight 
poflibly prove a Work of time, and it was likely thata 
great any Meu would probably be loft in carrying it 
on; and that on the other Hand, there was at prefent no 
Appearance of the Scheld’s being froze over, to facilate 
the Conqucft of that City, the Council was therefore of 
Opin‘on that this Expedition fhould be deferred. Orders 
have likewife been fent to the Officers of Count Saxe’s 
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Army, to fet out from Paris in24:Hours, in order to 
‘lL hofe who are to go 
into England, have received like Orders; and the Duke 
de Richieu, who is to command that Body, will fet out 
To-morrow, having, as.it is affured, the Patent of Mar- 
fhal of /rance in his Pocket, and that this Lord will on- 
ly appear in that Charaéter, in cafe the Troops which he 
has under his Command thould come to.an A@tio: with 
the Dutch Auxiliaries. In Confequence of another Re- 
folution taken in this Council, the Court difpatched fe- 
veral Couriers, viz. one to Italy, one to Berlin, and one 
to Marfhal Belleifle with two Plans, which were ex- 
amined in the faid Council, but the Defigns thereof are + 
not publickly known: Lt has however fince been gene- 
rally reported, that a confiderable Body of Troops will 
be fent into the EleGtorate of Hanover, as foon as the 
Court has received Advice that the laft T ranfportation 
of Troops fhall have landed in England, and that it has 
feen the Edeét of Marthal Saxe’s Expedition in Flan- 
ders. 
From W’ye’s Letter, London, Dec. 31. 

Lieutenant General Hawly, Cominander in Chief in 
Scotland, w'th the Army that was under the Command 
of General Wade, marched from Newealtle in three 
Columns, the firlt qn Wednetday tatt, and ’tis believed 
got to Berwick on Saturday Night, in his Way to Edin- 
burgh. We have good Foundation to hope that the 
Troubles wiil foon ce over, notwithitanding the Reports 
of a Stop that will be put to our Trade in the Spring, as 
it has been for too mauy Months pait ; but how great- 
ly muft chat of the French Commerce be ruined. 

Advice is come that Captain Langton in a Privateer 
of New York, has tskeva French Ship of 200 Tons, ten 
Carriage Guns, and zso Hogtheads of White Sugar, 
bound trom Muartiaico to Ola Spain, and a Ship from 
Carracoa with Stores, &c. and Money, and fent them in- 
to Rhode-|{land. 

We hear that the Duke of Bediord Ves dangeroufly 
ill at his Houte in Bloomsberry Square. 


LONDON, Dee. 31. 

Late this Atternoon arrived a Mail trom Holland, by 
which there'isan Account that the French King’s; bag- 
gage, and the Houthola Troops have Orders to march 
by the Middle of february next; and that the Duke de 
Richlieu, one of the new Marthalls of France, wus thot 
by h’s Valetde Chambre. 

We hear a Spanith Tranfport is arrived at the ‘Me of 
Sky, having on board Men, Money, Arms, &c. for the 
Ute of the Rebels; the was one of the three that came 
from Spain fome tine ago ; the other two luckily fell in 
with our Men of War, one of which was brought to Bri- 
ftol, and the other was carried to Ireland. 

Field Marfhal Wade is expected in Town this Week, 
from the Army in the North. 

Yeiterday Abraham Dixon, a Soldier, was commit- 
ted to Newgate by Sir Thomas De Veil, for preftnting 
his Piece toa Woman,who being very nimble, ftept afide, 
by which Means firing the fame, a Boy was fhotin fuch 
a Manner that he was not cxpected to live. 

Yeft rday Capt. Stradwick of the Third Regiment of 
Foot-Guards, who was latcly at Oltend, and had the 








Command of the Picquet Guard there, but left it and 
came to England without Leave in a Packet Boat, was 
brought on the Parade in St. James’s Park, and his Sen- 
tence wasread to him inthe Prefence of the Earl of Dun- 
more, and feveral other Officers of the faid Regiment ; 
and his Majetty’s Pleafure was fignified, that for his no- 
torious Crime he deferved Death, but his Majefty was 
gracioufly pleafed to order h'm to be broke, which was 
done accordingly. 

Yeterday the Train of Artillery which was to have 
gone to the Kentifh Coatt, was countermanded ; but or- 
dered to be kept on their Carriages, to be ready on the 
fhortclt Notice. 

On Thuriday Evening Mr. Macolm and Mr. Mac- 
dowel two Scots Fa@tors, were attacked by two High- 
waymen well mounted, between St. Alban’s and Bar- 
net ; from the former they took 3 Guineas, his Watch, 
and fome S:Iver; but the latter making a ftout Refiftance, 
the Highwayman rode off, and efcaped, though clofely 
purfued. 

The Patty, Beaver, from Antigua for London, is taken 
by a Spanifh Man of War and carried into Porto-Rico. 

The Pembroke ot London, from Jamaica, is taken by 
the Elifabeth Man of War and carried into Breft. 

The Hannah, Bleak, from Jamaica for Briftol, was 
forced on’Shore at Milford, and entirely loft, only one 
of the Crew being faved. 

The Anne and Sarah,—,frora Bofton to Cape-Fare, 
is loft on the Coaft of Virginia; the Matter and Crew 
are all faved. 

They write from New England, that out of one of the 
Spanith Prizes taken by one of the Privateers of Rhode- 
Ifland, commanded by Capt. Dennifon, they havetaken 
near 40,000 Dollars, with feveral thoufaud Ounces of 
wrought Plate, and her other Cargo is of much greater 
Value than the Money.

of that Kind. A continual Watch is kept here, and at 
all Places along the Coaft, that as {00.1 as it is poffible 
to difcern any Embarkations of the- Enemy, whether by 
Night or Day, it mutt immediately be -known by the 
Signals appointed by she Admiral ;, which are by putting 
out Flags in the Day Time, and in the Night Lights.on 
the Tops of many of the Church Steeples, and moft of 
the Caftles along the Sea-coatt.
